Passengers on the North 
London Line saw immediate 
improvements when Transport 
for London took over the 
service, with better staffed 
stations and their Oyster cards 
valid on journeys. There’s more

New Springfield councillor 

§ A NEW Councillor has been voted 
in, following a by-election in 
Springfield ward. 

Conservative candidate Michael 
Levy received 1 ,244 votes at the 
ballot box to fill a vacant seat after 
residents in the ward went to the 
polls on December 20. 

Turnout was 33 per cent, and the 
total number of votes cast was 2,112. 

The by-election had been called due to the resignation of 
Eric Ollerenshaw, who left to stand as an MP for a newly 
created seat in the North West at the next General Election. 

Drug-busting device 

A STATE-of-the-art piece of drugs detection equipment has 
been used during a raid on a Hackney snooker hall. 

The Ion Itemiser was deployed in a police operation on 
1 9 December at Lucky 7 Snooker Club, in Brooksby’s Walk, 
where four arrests were made for conspiracy to supply 
class A drugs and handling stolen goods. 

The Council-owned device analyses swabs to detect 
traces of all commonly known illicit drugs on people or 
surfaces. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: "The Itemiser allows police and their partners to take 
a robust approach to any person contaminated by 
prohibited drugs or any premises where drug use occurs. 

“Ultimately, success in this kind of operation is measured 
by the community feeling safer, but this technology helps 
speed up the action the police and Council can take.”

A WELL-known community campaigner and member of the 
North East Neighbourhood Forum has died. 

Gerald Laufer, a retired civil servant, passed away last 
month at his home in Upper Clapton. 

He had been an active participant in many community 
groups, and was a co-opted member of the North East 
Neighbourhood Forum.

She said: “Using 
the scheme meant 
that I had the same 
midwife throughout my 
pregnancy. 

“Because of this my 
midwife got to know me 
and was able to pick up on 
the fact that something 
wasn’t right, which may 
not have been the case if 
different midwives had 
seen me. I’m so grateful to 


the midwife and the 
scheme for saving 
my baby.” 

Another element of the 
scheme is the Hackney 
Maternity Helpline which 
has taken more than 400 
calls since it was set up in 
September. 

The helpline is staffed by 
experienced midwives, and 


volunteers - usually 
mothers themselves - are 
being trained to help local 
mums through pregnancy 
and delivery. 

The scheme to support 
mums-to-be was launched 
nine months ago and has 
borough-wide support. It is 
funded by Team Hackney, 
led by Homerton 
University Hospital NHS

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Watch the birdie 

HACKNEY’S stretch of the Regent’s Canal 
has been identified as the best place in 
London to spot kingfishers and other 
waterside wildlife, according to a new study. 
A survey by British Waterways has 
revealed the length between the City Road basin and Old 
Ford Lock, by Victoria Park, is the top spot for sightings of the 
iconic bird. 

Mark Robinson, national ecology manager for British 
Waterways, said: “As well as being a strikingly beautiful bird, 
kingfishers are an important indicator of the general health of 
the waterway ecosystem.”

Crime does not pay 

MORE than £750,000 was seized from criminals in Hackney 
last year, Hackney Borough Police have announced. 

The cash was confiscated from more than 1 00 criminals, 
with a further £1 50,000 of assets, such as property and cars, 
recovered after conviction. 

Some of the money, the second highest amount recovered 
from criminals in London’s 33 boroughs, will be invested in 
tackling drug and violent crime in Hackney.

• a college-based modular programme at Hackney 
Community College, leading to NVQ level 1 , including a 
work experience placement 

• a fast track option providing personal development, a food 
hygiene certificate, hospitality training and work 
experience 

• thirteen weeks’ subsidised employment at the award- 
winning Hoxton Apprentice. 

HosT is aimed at young people aged 1 8-24, lone parents, 
and those on incapacity benefits for six months or more. 

It also offers specialist advice to participants about 
childcare, benefits, housing and finance, a personal coach for 
the course and first three months in their job. 

Mayor Pipe said: “The jobs are there; the people are there, 
but they are not just going to come together naturally, and 
that’s why we need projects like HosT. We want to make sure 
that, with all the opportunities opening up in Hackney, it is 
local people who are skilled up to take the new local jobs.” 

He also praised the achievements of former apprentices 
who had benefited from other training opportunities in the 
borough, now working at places such as Raymond Blanc’s 
restaurant at the Emirates Stadium. 

HosT has been set up by a number of organisations including 
Team Hackney and Hackney Community College.

have no idea what’s going on 
outside,” he said.

Schools can also request 
large quantities of 
compost to use on their 
grounds. St John the 
Baptist Primary School 
used 15 tonnes last year 
to make a garden, and 
revamp its playground.

PLASTIC carrier bags have 
become an inevitable part of the 
high street shopping experience. A 
staggering 150 million plastic 
bags are used in the UK every 
week, and each one takes around 
100 years to rot away. 

Hackney Council’s recycling 
team is on a mission to wipe out 
plastic bag waste in Hackney. It 


has visited shops around the 
borough and distributed a supply 
of cotton bags to shopkeepers. 
From 28 January, these will be 
handed out to customers when 
they pay for goods, instead of 
plastic bags.

By the time your baby is 
potty trained you could 


use 4,000 to 6,000 
disposable nappies, costing a 
minimum of £490 and 
potentially as much as £740. 

By comparison, you only 
need 25 to 30 real nappies 
costing as little as £185 
including the washing. 


Hackney Council offers a 
£54 voucher to residents 
who wish to use real cotton 
nappies, either to buy from 
participating businesses 
across London, or to get 
started with a nappy 
laundry service.

HACKNEY’S Scrutiny Councillors are 
keen to hear your views about what 
really matters in Hackney. 

From crime, to concerns about traffic 
and affordable housing, over 300 
residents told us last year what their top 
priorities for review were. 

The next programme of Scrutiny 
reviews is currently being developed and 
Councillors would like to hear opinions 
on what should be considered from 
June 2008. 

Good Scrutiny plays an important role 
in the development of better policies and 
improving performance. Scrutiny 
Councillors consider evidence from a 
range of people and sources; they then 
make recommendations to the Mayor 
and Cabinet. 

Scrutiny reviews issues that affect the 
wider interest as well as those that are 
the direct responsibility of the Council. 
The Health in Hackney Scrutiny 
Commission has the power to hold the 
local health service to account - 


something that the Government will 
expand to other bodies, like the police, 
by the middle of this year. 

Scrutiny Councillors in Hackney are 
committed to making sure that they 
focus on what matters to local people. 
Over the past year Scrutiny has engaged 
young people, by setting up a Youth 
Scrutiny Group and has consulted local 
people on a wide range of issues.

The Vortex Jazz Cafe is an intimate venue 
in the heart of Dalston, overlooking the 
recently refurbished Gillett Square. The 
modest performance space on the first floor 
guarantees an engaging night of music, 
with the audience and act almost merging 
together on busy evenings. 

The Renato D’Aiello International Quintet has 
been together for just over a year, and has 
been credited with ‘exploring the roots of jazz’. 
The audience were presented with a selection 
of their own compositions and more popular 


standards that were typical of the great bebop 
exponents from the 1 950s. 

Leader Renato’s melodic improvisations 
flowed in a manner that the late Sonny Stitt 
would be familiar with, albeit slightly lacking 
the finishing touches.

watches, bracelets 
and other jewellery 
are now a thing of 
the past at Homerton 
University Hospital, in a bid 
to tackle the spread of 
infection. 

From 1 January this year 
the hospital became a ‘bare 
below the elbow’ zone for 
clinical staff caring for 
patients, including white 
coats and long-sleeved shirts. 

Rings are also prohibited, 
apart from plain wedding 
bands, and staff have 
stopped wearing ties and 
bow-ties. 

Homerton infection 
control consultant Dr 
Alleyna Claxton said: 

“This move shows our 
commitment to further 
reduce infection rates within 
the hospital”. 

“Jewellery can harbour 
germs even after thorough 
hand-washing and long 
sleeves can restrict people 
from being able to wash their 
wrists. Being bare below the 
elbow will allow staff to

effectively wash their hands 
and lower arms without 
hindrance. 

“We also encourage 
patients and visitors to help 
us stop the spread of 
infection by washing their 
own hands before they enter 
a ward or department.” 

Hospital-acquired 
infections, particularly due to 
MRSA (Methicillin resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus) and 
Clostridium difficile, 
continue to cause problems 
in hospitals throughout 
the UK.

What attracted you to 
this post?
